As  the  Inventory  states  Josiahs  real  estate  consist¬ 
ed  of  3f  Acres  of  /and .  The  three  recorded  deeds 
account  for  about  2o  Acres.  The  other  17 'Acres  may 
have  been  settlers  grants  or  ear  tier  leases  or  purchases 
that  could  not  be  found  after  his  death  when  the  others 
were  recorded,  from  a  study  of  the  various  transactions 
made  after  Josiahs  death  the  37 Acres  appear  to  hove 
been  made  up  as  follows :

AH  of  the  above  lots  are  situated  lb  the  eastward  of 
Cole  Brook  In  that  part  of  the  town  of  Little  Compton 
called  Accakset,  Caret,  Coakset,  or  Acoaxet.  This  Is 
an  Indian  name  for  the  area  around  the  River  of 
the  same  name.  As  the  Indians  had  no  alphabet,  there 
is  no  exact  spelling  as  long  as  the  sound  Is  preserved.
